Mr Alexander Lyon, Labour

He was questioning Mr David 
Lane, the commission’s chair- 
man, and five other senior CRE 
officers at the opening session 
of the inquiry by a Commons 
subcommittee into the com- 
missions operation and effec 
ùureness. 

The CRE, which was closely 
questioned, was accused of not 
paying enough attentioû to its 
Taw enforcement role. “ What 
have ‘you done with these 
powers?” Mr Lyon asked: 
“Out of 224 staff you have 53 
in the equal opportunities divi- 
sîon, of whom only four are 
legally trained. 

“In four years you have ad- 
nounced 45 strategic reviews 
aut of which you have com- 
pleted 10 and those are the 
least important ones.” 

Mr Lyon said it would have 
an immense effect on race rela- 
tions if the CRE could produce 
an important document show- 
ing that British Leyland or 
Massey Ferguson was discrim- 
inating in relation to ‘language 
testiug. It would also have a 
ripple effect. 

The commission is formally 
investigating borh companies 
for alleged racial discrimina- 
tion in recruitment, It has aJso 
issued a nûonu-discrimination 
notice against British Leyland. 

Mr Lane totally rejected the 
criticisms. He said the commis- 
sioo had done useful law en- 
forcement work but the CRE’s 
nf'omotional role, persuading 
local authorities and employers 
to pursue certain policies, was 
a vital supplement...

gime’s demand .would still be 
unacceptable, There iş, as well 
there might be, a thriving 
organization in this cauntry 
among those of Polish arigin 
who fought in the Second Worid 
War ; I remember them tıırn.

the ceremony of dedication at 
Gunnersbury Cemetery, in West 
London, of the memorial for the 
11,000 Polish officers massacred 
by Stalin's killers at Katyn The 
Polish ex-servicemen'’s groups 
have protested against te 
Polish government’s proposal; 
for them, Sikorski's memory is 
a symbol of heir struggle and 
of their dead comrades’ sacri. 
fice, and his burial-place in 
Brirain is an even more power. 
ful symbol of the tact that the 
present rulers in Warsaw are 
shameless impostors, main.

enemy. 

As well as being notoriously 
brave, tbe Poles are notoriously 
magnanimous ; when they can- 
template Brirain's role in the 
story of their fate, they need 
to be. (That shameful role, it is 
worth reminding ourselves, con- 
tipued all the way to the plan- 
ning and building of the Katyn 
Memorial, obstructed to the last 
by the Foreign Office and the 
Government — q3nd, naturally, 
rhe Church of England.) It says 


much for their character that 


their bitterness is wonderfully 
little directed against Britain: 
‘on tbe contrary, their devotion 
to the country in which so many 
of them settled is fierce and 
warm. . 

With what feeling of further 
betrayal, then, would they greet 
the news that Britain's present 
goverment was even COntem- 
plaring returning General Sikor- 
ski's ashes te Poland ar the 
request of rulers wha are Polich 
only in name, and whnse regime 
has not tha palest shadow af 
legitimacy or authority ; indeed, 
it is bad enough that the Polish 
Ambassador here should even 
be reccived at the Foreign 
Ûffice on such an errand. 

Ir does not much matter 
whether General Sikorski's 
ashes lie iı Nottinghamshire or 
Warsaw ; the ashes are cnld, and 
his deeds of cnurage and re0 
lution are rezorded în history. 
But it matters greatly that 
Britain should stand by the tree 
Foales, whether those in exile or 
those engaged ın a suuggle to 
the death in Poland.

Before’ considering its cam- 
ments ir is necessary briefly to 
remind readers that allegations 
of crime by police are outside 
the Board's terms of reference, 
The Police Acr, 1964 gives the 
Director of Public Prosecutions 
exclusive jurisdiction in all 


xuch cases, Only those in which 


he decides not to prosecute or 
in which there is an acquittal 
are likely to reach the Board. 

Thera may, of course, be a 
few cases each year in which 
a complaint of crime by police 
is made directly to the Board, 
These would necèssarily be re- 
ferred immediately to the DPP 
ar the chief conmable con- 
cerned. 

A secnnd very 
point is that Section 49 of the 
„Act provides that chief officers 
may, and shall, if 'directed by 
the Home Secretary, requesr 
the chief officer for .any other 
police area to provide an officer 
tn carry out the investigation. 
That procedure is iqvoked by 
chief officers as a matter of 
routine and xo far the Home 
Secretary has not found it 
necessary to issue a direction. 
In 1977.the number of inves- 
tigauons conducted by second. 
ary forces exceeded 150. 

The public however, remain 
rererally unaware of it. Some 
newspapers on discovering that 
investigations are. being con- 
ducted by secondary forces even 
arsume thar they give grounds 
far suspicion.

Turkey and Armenia 
From the Turkish Aınbassador 
Sir, Ar a time when international 
terrorism is extensively Ciusting its 
shadow on the civilized world I was 
deeply concerned to read in The 
Times of March 26 whut an impar- 
tial reader would simaply describe as 
an unfortunate article bx Mr 
Bernard Levin, entitled “ Wiınt ax 
Armenian remembers ™. The whole 
proach of the article confirms 
fhat Mr Levin's views are splely 
based upon some biased and pro- 
Armenian sources and allegations. 
Surely a journalist of his calibre, 
before condemning an entire nation, 
should haye carried Dut a serious 
and objective research into rhe sub- 
ject. Almost half of his article con- 
sists of quorations from a single 
“study " which seems to he based 
mainly on Armenian <ourides, 

TI wonder why he does nut give a 
full picture of the incidents that 
took place in that period ? 

He makes no’ attempt to etamîne 
the reasons why the Turkish and 
Armenian communities in the Otto- 
man Empirté became two hostile 
groups ar the end of the nineteenth 
century. When Jleft îmmune from 
outside insuigations, the Turks and 
Armenians lived and worked 
together peacefully for many cen- 
turies daring the Ortoman era, Allow 
me to paint out that as late as 1912 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
the empire was a #entlcman of 
Armenian origin. There were many 
other Armenian ministers, under- 
secretaries, ambassadors, ete. 

The historical facr is that the 
peaceful, law-abiding Armenian 
citizens of the Ottoman Empire were 
instigated by some grear powers, 
one of which was Tsarist Russia, 
mainly through some Armenian 
tferrorist ‘organizations, such as 
Dashnaksoutioun,. Hentchag, Rant 
gaver and Viraguzmian. These 
powers, and thet terrorist Grgûùni?da- 
tions which they bulped to set up, 
aimed ar achieving the dissolution 
of the Ortoman Empire as soan as 
possible.

President Zia has 
suppressed political opposition t0 
his military regime, including 
supporters of the former Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, who 
was exêcuted nyo years ago. The 
hijacking of a Pakistani airliner 
by a group linked to one of Mr 
Bhutto's sons earlier this month 
has enabled General Zia t0 dîs- 
credit thè Pakistani Peoples 
Party, the political movement 
dominated by the Bhutto family. 
In a further rcpressive move, 
President Zia has now emascula- 
ted the courts by altering the 
constitution and making the 
judiciary subordinate to the 
military auıhoriries. 

The Zia regime has been able 
to impose tight discipline on 
Pakistan, and the invasion of 
Afghanistan has provided a pre- 
text for furtker tightening up. 
Bur President Zia is none-the-less 
vulnerable. Although there is no 
visible alternative to his rule at 
present, people have nor for» 
gotten thar the introduction of 


but although these may expect 
to do well, they would have ın do 
starlingly well to secure a 
balance of power. 

The Conservatives base their 
campaign on a claim to good 
husbandry.

Williams himself as Prime 
Minister, a position which he 
continued to hold when Trini. 
dad became independent in the 
fnllowing year. 

Williams had for many reary 
been an advocate of West 
Indian federation and it was a 
measure of his high standing 
in ‘the Caribbean that Trinidad 
was eventually chosen as capi- 
tal of the Federation. His en- 
thusiasm for the federation did 
nat last. and be withdrew Trini- 
dad from the organization soon 
after _lamaicas secession in 
1962. : 

Althoush the record of the 
PNA in _houzing, education, 
health and social welfare was 
impressive, and Williams en- 
ciuraged foreign investment iu 
the oil and sugar industries and 
other capitalistic enterprises to 
hoost the economy, the canri- 
nued high level of unemploy- 
ment in the islands was uszd 
by the trade unions and their 
political xupporters to stir un 
a series of strikes and disorder 
in 1965 which, as was intended, 
threatened both the country’s 
econumy und its political sta- 
biliry. Williams countered by 
declaring a Strate of Emergency 
and rushing thıougb an Indus- 
tmal Stabilization Act which in 
effect made such strikes illegal. 

Alrhough Williams and his 
Party remained firmly in con- 
trol for the next decade, their 
strength resulted to snme #ex- 
tent .Irom the diffusion and dis- 
siparioo of the opposition. In 
the 1970s however the United 
Labour Front hekan to emerte 
as a viable opposition. It de- 
rived its main support from the 
people of east Indian descent 
working in the oil and sugar 
industries; jt was led by Bas- 
dev Panday and Raffique Sbah, 
and encnuraged by its associa- 


tions wirh Cheddi Jagan in 
Guyana and Fidel Castro in 
Cuba. 

To trv to counter 1kis 
Party's appeal and take the 


ideological wind out of its sails 
Williams, who for a scholar and 
an academic had a strong sense 
of political survival, made a 
series of what were perhaps 
largely tactical moves to the 
left, including a visit ro- China

He was active in the League 
of left-wing writers established 
in Shanghai in 1930 and like 
most ‘of its members was drawn 
to communism as the coherent 
doctrine of the left. He was 
attacked by the communists for 
his “perry bourgeois decad- 
ence” but won their approval 
for what proved to be his most 
widely read novel, Midnight, in 


1932. This had a Shanghai set- 
ting with the rtheme of a 
national capitalism unable to 


assert itself in a world of for- 
eiga influence, of compradores, 
of the difficulties faced by 
Chinese nationalism. His hero- 
ines were emancipated and pro- 
gressive ; he caught the febrile 
life of the time and committed 
himself to the proletarian cause, 

After stays in Tokyo, Hnng- 
kong, Chungking, he took part 
in the conference of writers 
called by the communists in 
1949 and served from that year 
until 1964 as Minister of Culture 
in Peking as well as editing 
fram 1949 to 1953 the chief lit 
erary journal. His influence may 
have been small. His realism 
could not flourish under AJao 
Tse.tung, indeed his crearire 
ability seemed to have atro- 
phied even before communist 
disciplines were imposed upon 
him. 

Nothing was heard of him 
afrer 1964 though he escaped 
artack in the cultural revolution 
and only reemerged in 1978 
when some mores were made 
hy French writers to propose 
him for a Nobel prize. 


Dominant role in the. life of T 


br Eric Willianss, PC, CH, 
who died in Part of Spain, Trini- 
dad, on March 29 at the ağe of 
69, had beep Prine Minister of 
Trinidad and Tobago sinc¢ 
1961, He was for many years 
the dominant figure in both the 
political and the intellectual 
life of the islands. 

By qualifications and tem’ 
perament he was a scholar and 
an academic, and it was not 
until 1956 when he was in his 
middle forties ıhat he turned to 
politics, Although he seemed to 
Jack the charismatic qualities 
and the showmanship which 
brought so many of his contem-’ 
poraries in the Wesr Indies and 
elsewhere to positions of .politi- 
cal leadership, lis rise to power 
în Trinidad was rapid und çom- 
plete, and it was n until the 
middle 1970s when Williams 
was well over 60 that his posi 
tion was seriously threatened by 
his political opponents. 

Eric Williams was born In 
Trinidad on September 25, 1911, 
the eldes, of 12 chitdren nf 
a local civil servant, He wus 
educated at Tranquillity School 
and Queen's Royal College in 
Trinidad, and ar St Catherines 
College, Oxford. where he got 
a First in history. He stayed on 
at Oxford ta do research on 
colonial history and in 1935 a 
thesis on economic aspects of 
abclitinn and emancipacian in 
the British West Indies earned 
bim a PhD. 


From Oxford Williams went 
un to reach at How. Univer. 
siry. the negra ersity in 


Washington, und became Profes- 
sor of Political Science. By the 
middle forties he had energed 
as one of the foremost authori 
ties on Caribbean history - and 
heê was invited to join the staff 
of the Caribbean Commission 
based at Trinidad the Carib- 
bean Commission beiag a çon- 
sortium formed by the United 
States, Britain, Fraace and the 
Netherlands to help .the econo- 
mic and social development of 
the Caribbean. 

1t was io 1955 thar he left the 
Caribbean Commission aud 
decided ro enter Trinidad poli- 
tics. As he himself put ir" I 
have dealt çoo much in rhe past 
years with the historical back- 
ground of problems and with 
the statistics : what I intend to 
do now is to see the liviqg 
humanity behind rhe statistics.” 

He founded ù new partly 
called the Peoples’ Narinnal 
Movement but broke with Iocal 
political tradition in that he 
did nor try to get the support 
of any particular trade union, 
and he used reason rather than 
rhetoric at his public meetings. 
"The result, to many peoples’ 
surprise, was that in the elec- 
tious of 1956 the PNM emerged 
as the single largest parly in 
the legislature with Williams 
as rhe colony’s first chief min- 
ister. He gained even wider 
support by rhe vigorous cam- 
paign against the American 
naval base at Chaguaramas and 
in the elections under a new 
self-government constirution in 
1961 his party was returned

Mao Dun, whose death is 
reported from Pekin was 
China’s best known navelist who 
made his name in the turbulent 
era of the 1920s and 1930s with 
novels that turned their back 
on the traditional oqarrative 
style of past Chinese Jirerature 
and whic reflected the revolu- 
tionary passions of a youiıger 
generation. 

Born in 1896 of a gentry 
family as Shen Yen-ping (his 
nom de plume, Mao Dun, mean- 
ing contradiction, followed a 
cnmmon habit of such adoptions 
among Chinese writers! Mao's 
creative spirit flourished in the 
brief era when Chinese writers 
enjoyed a freedom thar they 
had never . known ir their 
country’s past and have never 
regained even under the more 
tolerant attitudes lately cur. 
rent in Peking. 

Inspired by the reforming 
currents of the 1919 May 4 
movement, Maa read Tolstoy, 
Chekhov, Balzac, Flaubert and 
Zola and found in their influ- 
ence ‘the way forward for 
Chinese literature. As a propa- 
gandist wirh the nationalist 
forces he shared in the hopes 
of the northern expedition of 
1926/27 and made his name 
with a triology, Disillusion : 
¥‘acillation: Pursuit, published 
in 1930 under the gencral title 
Eclinse. This reflected his 
hopes and disappointment in the 
revnlutianary movement in 


which he had becn active and 
embodied ematians common to 
all that younger generation of 
Chinese.

No ore can ciaim that. con- 
ventional methods of demand 
management produced a world 
in which everything was sweet’ 
ness and light. Throughout 
the second half of the sixties 
and: all of tbe seventies, infla- 
tion amd anemploymenrt both 
moved on in inexorab]je up- 
ward curve. In’ the world of 
fixed exchange rates, expan- 
sion of domestic demand led to 
recurrent biulance of payments 
crises.
